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The following ministries fulfilled the gross production plan, hut failed to 
fulfill the pl*n for quantity of production of certain items: Ministry of Light 
Industry -- chrome leather, hosiery, knitted underwear, carpeting, assorted 
dishes,, sewn articles; Ministry off Food Industry -- vegetable oil, canned food, 
and molasses; Ministry of Gustatory Industry — cigarettes, and v.i , Ministry 
of Local Industry -*• cast-iron pipes, nr.ils, bricks, lime, lumber, shoes, hard- 
leather goods, and eoap. 

The following ministries failed to complete both the first-quarter gross- 
production plan and the plan for quant it iy of production: Ministry of Timber 
and Paper Industry, Ministry of Moat and Dairy Industry, and Minis cry of Local 
Fuel Industry. 

Industrial cooperatives completed 97 percent of the first-quarter 1949 gross- 
product ion plan, and failed to fulfill the quarter plan for quantity of pro- 
duction of the following items: bricks, lime, beds, carta, household soap, 
shoes, hard and soft -leather goods, hosiery, ootton and linen fabrics, and 
knitted outer garments. 

Cooperatives of Invalids fulfilled the first-quarter gross-production plan 
111 percent, but failed to fulfill the plan for quantity of production of the 
following items: metalware, household soap, shoes, hosiery, knitted outer 
garments, confeot ionary goods, and timber hauling. 

The Republic as a whole completed 97 percent of the first-quarter plan for 
capital construction. The volume of oapltal construction during the first 
Quarter 1949 amounted to 116 percent of the first quarter 1948 volume. 

The quarter plan for oapltal construction was fulfilled and exceeded by 
the following Union-Bepublic and Republic ministries and main administration 
under the Counoll of Ministers, Belorussian SSR: Construction Materials 
Industry, Local Fuel Industry, Education, Automooile Transport, Main Hoads 
Administration, Main Power Administration, and Administration of Arts. The 
folioring ministries and main administrations under the Counoll of Ministers 
Belorussian SSR also exoeeded the plan for capital inv stments: Ministry of 
Civilian Housing Construction, Main Administration for Reconstruction of the 
City of Minsk, and Main Administration of Construe Mon of Industrial Enter- 
prises .

Preparations for spring planting were made more efficiently than last 
year. Machine-tractor stations of western oblasts of the Republic con- 
siderably exceeded the plan for tractor repairs. MTSe of the Belorussian 
SSR had exceeded the repair plan for plows, sowing machines, and cultivators 
by 1 April 1949 end completed 94 percent of the winter-repair plan for trautors. 
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Trading organizations of the Belorussian SSE completed 97 percent of 
tha first-quarter plan for ratal 1 commodity turnover, ino luding Main 
Administration of Local Markets* Belorussian SSR, 95 peroefct, and Belo- 
russian Cooperatives* Union, 100 >1 percent . 

The lowering of State retail prices on consumers » goods ln tbo: first 
quarter 1949 was followed by a considerable increase In coaa&o&ifcy turnover. 

In Maroh 1949, retail commodity turnover by all trading organizations of the 
Belorussian SSR had Increased 25 percent over February 1949 . 

In March 1949 the Belorueai an Union of Cooperatives had increased commodity 
turnover 30 peroent over February 1949. The lowerlogof State retail prices 
also caused a considerable Increase in kolkhoz trhde and lowering of market 
prioes. Baring the first quarter 1949, kolkhoz markets aoM more than during 
the first quarter of 1948: grain 3-5 times, flour 4.5 times, potatoes - more 
than double, and vegetables, moat, lard, milk* and butter, 1.5 times. As 
compared with M&roh 1948 prices, kolkhoz market prices in March 1949 dropped as 
follows, beef, 34 percent; potatoes, 42 percent; onions, 67 percent; creamery 
1 butter, 28 percent; and eggs, 23 percent. 
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
